Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

Excisions to the publication are required to remove material that promotes and supports 
the infliction of torture, extreme violence and extreme cruelty. Degrading images, 
depictions of the infliction of serious physical harm, acts of significant cruelty and violence 
in association with sexual conduct are also likely to be injurious to the public good under 
section 3(3) (a) (iii), s3(3)(a)(ii) and s3(3)(c) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled August Underground Bonus Disc is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a DVD comprising primarily two behind-the-scenes documentaries 
about a low-budget faux-snuff exploitation film from the United States. The Classification 
Office requested the publication's importer to excise specified parts of the publication that 
promote and support the use of violence to compel a person to submit to sexual conduct, 
acts of torture and the infliction of extreme cmelty, and would be injurious to the public 
good for reasons specified under s3(3) of the FVPC Act 1993. The strength of these 
extremely explicit and extremely real images of people being tortured and mutilated, some 
of it sexualised, and presented for no other purpose than to entertain or titillate, would be 
highly disturbing to most people. 
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In this instance the importer did not contact the Classification Office within 20 working 
days of the date of the excision notice. The publication is therefore objectionable. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication 
interferes with the freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with 
Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) are deemed to be objectionable, 
or for reasons specified under s3(3) would be injurious to the public good. 
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
